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Clear Water Means 
Good Fishing Likely

Win ya look at the big lake — it's clear! If you are 
new to this area. In explanation I will just My that we 
liftT«nt been at>]« to main tliat •tat«fpfii| ft>r quite awblle. 
* A short tluM alter tlit nwefrotr was ilnit alMlied* It 
looked as though we might soon Mhve ope of the top 
ing spots In the midwest. But in the last couple of yean 
things began to happen that dulled that bright outlook. 

THE WATEK BEGAN to turn turbid-— in fact, down- 
right muddy! Now, when this happens, the fish — espe- 
cially the game fish that you as a fisherman are most in- 
terest in — are effected. 

This is because the food cgrele that these game ft^ 
depend upon has one important requirement — clear water. 
Bass, Northern Pike, Walleye, Grapple — all are sight 
feeders, living on small crustations, insects, water ani- 
mals, and other fish. As a matter of fact, because they are 
such active predators, as well as game fish, they are often 
stocked for tluit reason. Ehren the small sunfish that 
often serve as feed for these preMors— like the Bluegill 
— are sight feeders. 

KBfOWI5G THIS, you can easily see what can happen 
when the water becomes excessively turbid. Food becomes 
scarce, hard to see and catch, or both. It would take severe 
conditions to actually kill the fish, hut their nature is 
such that water clari^ levels below known mlnimums can 
be costly. Twelve to fifteen inches of clear water is the 
range of minimum clarity used as a guide line. When be- 
low minimtmi conditions persist, they did here, fish 
growth and reproduction rates slow drastically. 

ALL OF THIS Is a simplyfled account of the turbidity 
problem. Bteause of that, it may be lacUng in some points 
of accuracy, for I am certainly not a fish biologist. But 
it does point out the complexity of the problem facing 
Bill Cole, state fisheries biologist. 

Bill works out of the fish and game commission's 
' regional office in Faircbild Hall. Right now he is on the 
road working on nomerous fisheries projeets^-liiciiidiiig 
Walleye stripping, hatching, and stocking. But he has 
taken the time to do a Study on the turbidity problem at 
Tuttle Creek, and has produced some important answers 
and ideas. Very basically. Bill feels that a lot can be done 
to improve the water at times when turbidity is on the rise, 
bj^ better regulation of the outlet flow. By slowing or de- 
laying the flow after s heavy runoff or flood, turbid water 
has a better ohince to settle or be treated-''^owing tt to 
clear. 

Bill Cole, and his partner, "Lanny Jones, deserve a 
big vote of thanks for helping to make our lakes what 
we want them to be — I'm happy to do so publicly.

A new conversation-opener for May has replaced 
"whatcha going to do this summer r* Now, the big thing 
among niales. anyway* Is to aSk "Did yon sign up for the 
draft test?" 

FOR THOSE M HO did. I think some rieflection is in 
order regarding the possible content of the exam. For 
those who didn't I think some reflection is in order re- 
garding the possible consequences of their action or lack 
of It. 

First of all, the test is widely 

suspected of being geared to math 
students, much to the chagrin of the 
equally-scared liberal arts student. 
It's been said that the test won't 
stress math ability but math rea- 
soning. That's enoourngiag. 

Some of the most popular best-sellers on campus 
bookshelves are the "sure-fire" guides to passing the 
feared draft test. Col. Robert P. Knight, Minnesota Se- 
lective Service director, was quoted in the Minneapolig^^ 
Tribune as saying, "I can't imi^ine anyone materially 
atble to increase Ms fei^aetfre from these booklefts." That's 
encouraging. 

Presidential candidates and college students alike 
have advocated abolition, of the draft system altogether. 
It's been accused of being unfair whether decided by 
grades, tests, or lottery.

It's said they're going to balance academic rec- 
ords with exam scores or, in the absence of either, use the 
one they have. That's encouraging. 

To many fellows, the question of being drafted isn't 
thoir big concern. They're wondering about being sent 
right to Viet Nam and getting killed. But, they say, the 
war will be over by the time tlie Army could get me 
trained. However, news sources report that training of 
reservists is over 130,000 men behind because of the eie- 
pansion in training of active duty soldiers (draftees) 
needed in Viet Nam. You're bound to get there in tlSMd 
for a "piece of action." That's encouraging. 

Col. Knight was mentioned in the same Tribune 
article as saying the educational deferments are being 
anade not to benefit the stodent hut fOr the good of the 
.ftfttlon. ''Also/* he aaid, **the stntent reclosilfteation magr 
eliminate the uncertainty over his draft ati^iM tlMtt 
plagues many a college senior." That's encouraging. 

With the inconsistent state of present draft board 
practices, I think it's folly to assume that taking or not 
taking the test will decide your draft fate. The test is 
just one more scale to be arbitrarily used by the s^ 
sufficient draft boards.

Nasser was expected to seek 
Soviet backing for bis return to 
a policy of militancy with his 
Israeli and Arab neighbors and 
to urge measures to repair the 
Ideological split bet ween XlUuito 
and Communist China.

Genetics Students 
Study Fruit Flies 

Dairymen seldom -want flies, 
but in Dairy and Poultry Genet- 
loi Laboratory students are 
studying laws of heredity by 
mating the common fruit fly, 
DifOBophlla raelanocMTter. 

"WE SSpm tor Bpeciai flies 
t^t are ^fmi to be all dominant^ 
w all ree«MtT« tit^certatn efiar^' 
acteristics/' R«I10 Hea41«r, DP 
Sr. said. 

Fruit fltefl are used for vtnAy 
because they breed rapidly, are 
easy and inexpensive to raise 
and produce aeveral hundred 
offspring in a single mating, 
Carroll Campbell, DP Sr, said. 

The flies mm kept in halt pint 
milk bottle* in an oatmeal, water 
and molasses culture medium. 
When individuals are selected to 
m&te they are transterred to 
small IndiTldnal bottles 4i<ntalii- 
ing the medium. 

THE UFB cycle of the frutt 
fly is similar to that of the com- 
mon house fly. After fertilization 
the female lays the egg. After 
hntching, the young go throusli a 
larva and pupation period btifoftt 
growing, to adulthood* 

During flnt Mme«t«r ot 
the course nU «t|idents do simi- 
lar expei^nent* «ad tb«n com- 
pile their' reaults. In the Meoad ,

The tannel Is part of a 
wind erosion study that has been 
conducted stnee 1948 by the Ag- 
ricultural Rsaswreh Swvtea oC 
the USDA. 

The wind tunnel, housed In a 
steel building northeast of Web- 
er hall, was finished last Oc- 
tober, hat will tw added onto 
in the future. 

It is 60 feet long, 6 feet wide 
and 8 feet tall. A rain tower 
on the end extends the length 

to 90 feet. 

IN THE OTHER end ot the 
tunnel an industrial tan pow- 
ered by a 100 horsepower en- 
gine creates winds ranging from 
1 to 60 miles per hour. 

Neil Woodruff, assistant pro- 
fessor of agronomy, said wind ve- 
loeity is varied by changing the 
pitch of the fan blades or the 
SPi«d of the engine. 

The wind Is stirred after leav- 
ing the fan by running through 
some tubes and over a bed of 
gravel. According to Woodruff 
this creates a simulation of nat- 
ural wind enrrents. 

WOODRVFP SAID factors af- 
fecting erosion are the size of 
soil aggregates, stability of Uie 
soil, crop residue, surface rough- 
ness, width of the field, orienta- 
tion of the field to the wind, 
barriers and wind velocity. All 
of these things have and are 
being studied at K-State. 

Since clods provtte some sta- 
bility to the soil svrfitos they are 
one of the tUngs ovrront^ heln« 
atudled.

Woodruff said' pUnniag and 
designing by the resolts ot this 
study may lead to mors stisettfv 
erosion control. 

From the 40 foot rain tomr 
water is dropped In sizes rang- 
ing from a spray to Urge drops. 
The "rain" hits the floor of ttie 
wind tvnnel at 97% of the nat- 
ural terminal velocity ot rain. 

Glass side panels in the tun- 
nel are used for observation, and 
tor taking high speed photo- 
graphs ot the blowing fftfn ttroom 
and soil particles. 

Woodruff said _ the erosion 
study Is not limited to the lab. 
Outside tests are done in Western 
Kansas and Nebraslia In coopera- 
tlim with outlying ncpwlmental 
fields and stations. In the tleM 
the effects of clods and ridging 
In halting «roston ara studied. 

SCIENTISTS ON this project 
are also working with the Idea 
of water harvesting. This In- 
volves the uao ot hnc* butyl rub- 
ber covers on the sides ot hills 
and mountains to divert the run- 
off water Into reservoirs. Wind 
makes It diffleult to keep the 
covers in place. 

One of the results ot the wind 
erosion project Is a methf>d toy 
which conditions conducive to 
Wind erosion can he predicted 
six fnonths In advanoe.

From tbe mystoloiii and beautiful Florida Brerglades 
to the ezploslTe ftres of Hauna Loa and the Hawaii toI- 

canoes, spreads a vast network of natural wonders. A 
great many of these areas are under the authority of our 
great National Park Service, now celebrating its Fiftieth 
Anniversary. 

THE JfATIO^'AL Wildlife Federation, to help mark 
the oceasion, set out on a project of isolating what it felt 
to be the eeren most outstanding natural wonders of our 
National Park System. According to them, it wasn't a 

very easy thing to do. There are "231 areas — parks, 
monuments, seashores, recreation areas, historic sites and 
parkways" and have a total combined area of 26 million 
acres (at last count) within thQ system. 

As a member of the National Wildlife Federation, one 
of the finest organisations of its kind anywhere In the 
world, I receive their excellent magaslne, "National Wild- 
life". Because I realize that many of you may not be 
aware of this colorful magazine, or rarely get the chance 
to see one — I thought I would review their selections. 

THE EDITORS WHO made the selections admit that 
many favorite parks were omitted because they lacked a 
unique feature — such as the Great Smokies and a number 
of other beautiful eastern parks. The choices are nearly 
all in the west — except for the Florida Everglades. They 
quickly admit that tbe seven runners-up could have served 
Just as well. 

YELLOWSTO^iE PARK. Who hasn't heard of Yellow- 
stone Park? It is, perhaps, America's favorite — with a lit- 
tle help from Yogi Bear. Its volcanic, phenomena are 
worid fiimbus, and Old Faithful attracts millions of Ylsltors 
from all over the world. My greatest thrill WM the sight 
of Old Faithful in the middle of the winter. 

CRATER LAKE. About 6.600 years ago, old Mount 
Mazuma blew her top and collapsed. The crater that 
formed is 2,000 feet deep, and one of the most beautiful 
^blue lakes anywhere, half fills its great depth. This lake 
im in southern Oregon, and from personal experience I 
know that it and the surrounding country is magnificent. 

HAWAII VOLCANOES. These are found on the island 
of Hawaii. Mauna Loa's eruptions are frequent, with ma- 
jor eruptions about every three years, and "tame" fire- 
work's all year. 

SS<)1T0IA. These giant redwoods of California are 
some of the last such stands in the world. They are 
thousands of years old, and the largest, General Sherman, 
is 272 feet tall and measures SGVo feet around its base. 

Arizona has two — Grand Canyon and Petrified Forest. 
Grand Canyon is more than 200 miles long, ten miles wide, 
and a mile deep. It took more than 7 million years for the 
Colorado to cut this great chasm from the earth. The 
Petrified Forest, south of the Pafnted Desert, oovers 148 
square miles, and is the world's largest collection of pet- 
rified wood. 

There are 32 National Parks, including our newest, 
Canyonlands in Southern Utah— and, in addition, SI Na- 
tional Monuments and 22 seashores and recreation areas. 
Odds are that at least one of these will be within your 
range this summer. Take the time to visit them and learn 
why we call this magnificent land or ours "America the 
Beautiful.'*

IN VOTES TO Us novel lie Btatat Ills purpose 
explicitly: "The theme is an attempt to trace the 
defects of society back to defects in human nature. 
The monil is that the shape of a society must de- 
pend on the ethical nature of the individual and 
not on any political system. . .

The film based on this work shows some loyg^^^ 
and a few gains over the novel.

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Senate okays Raised Fees, 
Passes Big Three Allotments

Two problems with money — 
what to do with what's available 
and how to Insure more tar the 
future — were concerns «f a spe- 
cial Student Senate session 
l%nrM«r nii^ 

THE FIRST major round of 
apportionments were finished, 
with only four of the tentati'ra 
allocations returned to the Ap- 
portionment Board. The big 
three athletics, student PuMi- 
cations and the Union — ^ware 
paseed as recommended. 

Senators also approved a mo- 
tion to ask the Board of RafMta 
for a $7 per stndent-per semes^ 
ter fee increase. 

THE INCREASE plan includes 
15 to support proposed Union ex- 
pansion with swimming pool, and 
$2 to be added to the 116.50 
student activity fee. Prestflent 
James A. McCain today informal- 
ly will discuss the Increase with 
the Board of RagMts at its 
monthly meeting. 

The raise would go to allevi- 
ate Apportionment Board short- 
age and, more important, to ex^ 
Ipasd the scope of support to 
more areas of the University, 
Gary Bohn, EE Sr, said. The 
lie. SO activity has not been 
ndsad in more than 10 years. 

JIM GBRINGER, student body 
president, said the increase, If 
approved by the Board of Reg- 
ents, would not go Into effect 
until the fall of 1967. The 
Union needs to know if funds 
win be available before going 
ahead with their plans, Gerlnger 
said. 

Characterized by much debate 
about some organizations and 
rapid voting on others, Senators 
reviewed all tentative recommen- 
dations from the Apportionment 
Board. Sport Parachute club, K- 
State Players, Perahlng Rifles 
and Artist Series were returned 
to the ApportionoiMt Board for 
reconsideration. 

AFTER rr WAS unfabled 
from Tuesday's diBcuaslons, ath- 
letics continued as the center of 
debate. It finally was paassid at 



$4.25, which ^ BomHi racfoai- 
mended. 

Senators commented on the 
athletic budget as It was sub- 
mitted to the Apportionment 
Board. The figures we» sidd to 
be "camoiiflacad" hy oM smi- 
ator. 

ANOTEffiR SAID athletics had 

tried to "pull the wool over Sen- 
ate's eyes" with budgeted ex- 
penses Instead of submitting ao* 
tual expenses of the department.

THE IDEA in this form of loco parentis 
is tliat, if coeds do not have someone to be 
responsible to. they will lose a sense of 
morality. 



But it hai been shovn many times that 
at a university students develop a set of 
moral vidues and Ideals. The. basic prin- 
ciples on which these values are founded 
will not differ from parents* teaching. 

AH OfiJ£€XlV£ stated in the general 
catalog is that the University will provide 
every student wltli an opportunity to de- 
velop a sense of responsibility. 

But by limiting the housing for junior 
and senior women, the University is in ef- 
fect saying;, "only the University Iiuows 
best.*' 

It is not the University's place to baby- 
l^t for Its students. 

or ABDIXmr, where a coed Uvea should 
be up to the eoeid and her parents, not the 
University. 

The present University off -campus hous- 
ing policy places the University in the posi- 
tion of playing guardian to the student. 

This is a role not consistent with edu-

THE WKDBINO ceremony is 
completed after the guests eat 
"yome-niglrl" (bride's rice balls) 
and drink tea around the hmrth. 
These simple formalities com- 
plete the marriage and it Is con- 
sidered as publicly acknowl- 
edged. 

Being fond of processions, the 
Chinese nse this cuatom in their 
wedding ceremonies. Wearing a 
red dress with embroidered 
dragons, the bride steps into a 
red marriMte ehair while musle 
Ib played and tlrAsrae^era mn 
exploded. 

Four men carry this chair 

covered with red emhrolderiea 
and sumptuous carving. Others 
in the procession carry lanterns 
displaying the groom'a family 
name and the bride's family 
name in red characters. A red 
umbrella is also carried and 
mnsletana play as the proeeaaton 
proceeds to the groom's house. 

CHARI4K8 SPEGD, author of 
a book 01 Chinese customs, said 

traditionally the bride and bride- 
groom go to a reception room, 
"where. In front of a table 
spread with two sugar eoeks, 
dried fruit and symbolical ar- 
ticles, they do obeisance before 
tile i'ihI-^. thiti tn (hf Vtride- 



groom's ancestral tablets, then 
to each other." 

Traditional ceremonies fre- 
quently lasted ten days and in- 
cluded visits to the bride's fam- 
ily, worship of ancestral tablets 
and rariona dtonera. 

Regardlesa of the country, 
wedding traditions form the hue 
for the iharriage ceremony which 
reflect the culture, customs fmd 
history of people. 



"I hardly can wait until the 

day comes, but in the meantime 
there are so many little details 
that have to be taken care of,** 
the worried but biwvy brtde-to* 

be says. 

WHBmHR A large or small 

wedding, little details are very 
important if the event is to be 
perfect. Some details that are 
not commonly known but fit- 
ting help to make ones wedding 
more special. 

In a formal or candlelight 
wedding ceremony, the candles 
should be lighted before the head 
usher seats the bride's mother. 
This helps to giTO the bride's 
mother the same amount of 
recognition as the bride's father 
receives In giving away his 
daughter. 

There should be at least a five 
minute interval in the seating of 
the groom's mother and the 
bride's mother. This give the 
guests notice that the wedding 
will begin in the next five or 
six mlailtiie. 

THE OLD HESITATION step 
traditional in wedding proces- 
sions is no longer necessary un- 
less preferred. Without a great 
deal of practice the hesitation 
step makes for a rather uneven 
gait. A slow natural walk la 
more graeefol. 

When it comes time in the 
ceremony for the minister to ask 
"who giveth this woman to this 
man," the bride's father should 
answer, "her mother and I", in 
respect to both parents. 

IF ALL THE wedding guests 
are not Invited to the reeeptlon 
the bride and groom and their 
parents after the ceremony 
should form a reoelvlng Hue at 
the church to receive their 
guests. Immediately after they 
have greeted the wedding guests 
they ahould go to the reception. 

It it is a large reception it 
is advantMWms for the bride's 
father to mingle among the 



gvei^ tautead of standing in the 
receiving line. He can help di- 
rect the guMts to the reeeptlon 
table. 

Occasionally if some close 
and dear relative snch as a 

grandmother can't attend the 
wedding the bride sends her bou- 
quet to her, especially if the 
bride Is the first granddaughter 
of the grandmother's to be mar* 
ried. • 

WEDDING PICTURES offer a 
problem with time. Formal por- 
traits of the bride should be 
taken before the wedding. If the 
portraits of the bride are taken 
just before the ceremony she 
should choose a simple back- 
ground 80 not to ^dtatmct from 
her. 

Pictures should never be taken 
with a flash during the cere- 
mony. Other pictures should be 
taken after the guests have gone 
through the reoelTing line at the 
reception. 

TODAY SOBOE BHmBS pay 
for the attendants dresses and 
give them to the girls as a gift 
for being in the wedding. If a 
bride can't paj for aU the 
dresses she might be able to pa^ 
for a certain amount of each 
dress. This helps to relieve the 
financial bitrdea of the attend- 
asta. 

Often attendants give the 
bride a gift with their names 
engraved on it. This gift could 
be a BilTOT tray or silver candy 
dish or it could be sometUns 
personnel like a compact. 

If a wedding is planned to the 
very minute the bride will have 
a wedding for her and her guests 
to remember.

Down through the ages, the 
' engagement ring ha* served as a 
pledge of time loTe and as a sym- 
bol to the rest of the world that 
two people haTO ehoew to spend 
their llvee together. 

ITS SY^fBOLISM steins from 
a legend long ago In ancient 
Egypt when a Pharaoh fell in 
love with a beautiful young prln- 
^cesB. Because of her youth, the 
prlneeas's father refaiad eonaent 
to thetr marriage. 

The Pharaoh wanted the ' fa< 
ther's blessing, and so agreed to 
wait until the prlnceBs was of 
age. He wanted to show his de- 
votion to her while he was wait- 
ing for their marriage. So he 
called in the royal jewelers and 
told them to search the land for 
the most precious stone In ezist- 
enee. 

THIS, THF Pharaoh had 
mounted on a ring of gold and 
tofA It to his loved Mie. As he 
slipped the ring on her finger, 
he told her, "Until I caa IMace a 
weddlns hand on jm,T finger and 
claim yon for my bride, wear 
this ring as a reminder of my de- 
votion. Just as the gem is price- 
leas, so is my love for yon!" 

Diamonds still are used today 
as the "priceless" stone in en- 
gagement and wedding rings. 
M odeni rings are beooming more 
tailored. A solitary diamond is 
the most popular set for en* 
gagement rings. The eet with 
one or two diamonds on each side 
of a large diamond is also popu- 
ter. The aetUngt with ma^ 
diamonds an no longer as popu- 
lar. 

WHITK cGOLD rings have 
lately been preferred to yellow 
gold by a ratio of 4 to 1. Plati- 
num has lost its popularity. 

More and more men's wedding 
%anda are beMg worn. Instead 
of buying tltem in a set of the 
three rings together, more men's 
Dreddlng bands are bought alone 
and matched to the separate en- 
gagement and wedding ring sets. 
A similar twirl in the design is 
sometimes matched up or the 
very plain tailored rings are 
often preferred by the men. 

THE MOST popular way ot 
setting the lUamonds Is the six 
prong set in which the largest 
diamond or solitaire is put in 
and held 1^ protrndlng 
prongs. The box set ta the set 
in which the diamond ts placed 
down In and surrounded by 
metal is losing Its popnlaritr to 
the six prong set. 

The engagement and wedding 
ring sets which are curved and 
shaped to fit together were 
popular in past years but hmrm 
lost their popularity now. 

OTHER STONES besides dia- 
monds are used occasionally. 
These usually are genuine emer- 
alds or star aapidna. 

Tn yellow gold rittgs, the set- 
ting around the diamond is white 
golA. Dlamoote refleet the «A* 
OTS around them, A diamond set 
in white gold reflects its natural 
colors, whereas one set in yeUow 
Fold reflects yellow, a color con- 
sidered to reveal a bad diamond

Engineers Discover Desalting Process

For the past nine months, sev- 
eral faculty members ot the De- 
partment of Chemical Engineer- 
ing have been researching de- 
salting ocean water, or in 
technic al ■te r mt::j|^ »llnlsation. 

WORKIiro wnv the help of 
a $37,000 grant from the fed- 
eral Office of Saline Water, the 
ros e s i'efc e n Iwto come np'Witii 
what may prove to be the mdst 
economical desallnizatlon prooen 
yet diseorered. 

The theory behind the process 
]h based on the peculiar prop- 
erties of water. Most sribstsnees 
solidify under pressure — water 
melta, that Is, its freezing point 
drops. Water, unlike most ma- 
terials, expands and floats as it 
BolUUfies Into lee erystals. Also, 
when water freezes in smalt 
erystals, it freezes in a pure 
form free from the impurities 
present in the liquid state. 

BY €OLl4ECTlNO the small 
lee erystals and washing them 

with pure water, the desallnisa- 
tion process is completed. 

Dr. Richard Aicins, aeslstant 
professor of chemical engineer- 
ing, who Is In charge of the 
project, expects to have a small 
pilot plant developed within six 
months.

Regents Postpone Decision 
On Fees, Tuition Increase 



The Kansas Board of Regents 
delayed until Juljr any consid- 
eration of raising fe«a and tuition 
at the state colleges and univer- 
sities at their meeting Friday 
and Saturday in Kansas City. 

ARTHl'R CROBOM, regents 
chairman, said the regents were 
not In complete agreement with 
the legislative eonnctl's report 
recommending the increase in 
faei. He said the institution's 
budgets would have to be ex- 
amined before aay decision 
could be reached. 

A KBQITIirP for the preai- 
dents of colleges and universitlaa 
to stttdr the tri-semestar ^lan 
oalna almr Kmrr B«f»b, Vopalm, 
a regent and former chairman,

Feet and tnltlons are now be- 
tween 20 and IS per cent of edu- 
cational costs. 

The budget committee said the 
teea covld be higher than IS per 
cent tn the initial year, but rec- 
ommended that It average about 
IB per cent over the yean. 

In other action, the regents ap- 
proved tiie formation of a new 
phUoaophjr department for the 
fall of 1968 at K-8tate. Student 
enrollment in philosophy haa 
jumped from 170 ten ycara ago 
to 4«a todays

THE PRF>HDEXT flew to 
Camp David by helicopter Sun- 
day after eonterring with flecra* 
tary of State Dean Rusk and 
Defense Secretary Robert Mc- 
Nftmara. H« was to flj baek to- 
day. 

It was after that meeting that 
the State Department said the 
United States had urged officials 
in Saigon to do all they could to 
reconcile Premier Nguyen Cao 
Ky with Bsddfaiflt leaders en- 
raged hy hts attack on Da Viang. 

Ky used 2,000 government ma- 
rines and 1*800 paratroopers to 
smash antl ^ w wwwiM i e nt forees tn 
Da Nang Sunday. The city has 
been a focal point tor opposi- 
tion to Kf*u n^ttary cofsra- 
ment. 

The blow threatened to reopen 
the political divisions In Viet 
Nam which officials feared could 
overshadow a somewhat brighter 
mlutaiT pictvre in a vtolent ^vU 
war.

This spring a throe-man com- 
mittee from La rued interviewed 
applicants for the HIP appoint- 
ments on college campuses. 

Students were chosen by their 
career interest, decision to at- 
tend college next year and their 
potential contrlhntlon to the pro- 
gram. 

THE THREE-month appoint- 
ment carries a monthly tax-free 
stipend corresponding to the 
amount of the student's formal 
edneatton. 

Two K-State students, Mar- 
garet Breeden. QEN Fr. and 
Lora Smith, RSJ Bo. wore ehoeen 
for the program. 

HIP is divided into five levels 
of education from collet fresh-, 
men to college graduates. 

For many of the students in 
the first level this is a first ex- 
perience with mental Illness at a 
hospital. 

THIH I.EVEIj is designed to 
introduce the students to the 
treatment program and hoalHtal 
facilities. 

Part ot each day Is spent In 
elassroom Instmction and gronp 
dlaeossion with the remaining 
part of the day on assigned hos- 
pital wards. 

The second level for college 
sophomores Is similar to the 
first In classroom Instruction . 
But instead of ward asri,jgnments, 
second level students will work 
in ad^ntfivo fheravy depart- 
ments. 

TBKHT: DEPARTHKNTS in- 
clude occupational therapy^ VBO- 
reation and education. 

Here the personal contact with 
patients is on a more relaxed 
basis; and is more valuable to 
the patient and the stndeat. 

In occupational therapy, for 
example, the patient and the 
student can work side by side in 
a women's shop molding a .clay 
pot or sewing a dress. 
' OONVraiSAnoil between 
them is less strained and each 
can gain from the experience.

A four-acre area of land lo- 
cated within a 96-acre tract of 
land owne4 by K-State hM 
Iffoved very useful for a K-State 
Animal ecology class.

dhat the College and Research 
Section of the American Library 
Association's standards for a 
college library requires mlnf- 
rnnm^ seating space of 20 per 
cent of the total enrollment and 
recommends a total seating 
space of SO per cent. 

She said the K-State library 
provides seating space for only 
seven per cent of the University 
enrollment. 

She also stated that the rec- 
ommended system of cataloging 
for a large library is the Library 
of Congress system and not the 
Dewey Decimal system now In 
use at K-State. "Changeover i.^ 
not possible due to lack of space 
of shitting/' she said. 

**>IANY STUDENTS complain 
of the noise from staff typewrit- 
ers In the reading rooms," she 
continued. She said OUr library 
has the equivalent of &0 full 
time staff members, but enclosed 
office space only Is available for 
12. Thus, ihe remainder of the 
50 are required to work In stu- 
dents' tacilttles.

MISS KEVORBR^S report 
states that anticipated funds for 
library Improvements will be 
far below the aiAonnt necessary 
for even a minimal improve- 
ment of existing library condi- 
tions.

Senator Claims University 
Wages Perpetuate Poverty 



A student senator claims the 

University Is helping "perpetuate 
a system of poverty" due to sub- 
standard wage rate in certain 
University places of employment. 

Paul Ruth. 80C Or, as a com- 
m it tee of &m, made a study of 
the wage rates of K-State stu- 
dents. He will present his re- 
port tonight to Student Senate. 

RUTH TALKED to University 
officials and Manhattan business- 
men including all Agglevllle 
merebants. Average wage paid 
by Aggieville merchants to stu- 
dent employees, Ruth discovered, 
fs tl.lO to fl.lS an hour. 

Ruth said most merchants 
told him to look at the Univer- 
sity and what It pi^ its own 
students br^fore asking them 
about wages. 

WAGES at the tTulverslty aro 
np to the individual depart- 
ments, Ruth said. Students em- 
ployed in offices or by professors 
working on grants are paid be- 
tween $.90 to 11.35 an hour. 
A Civil Service wage rate effec- 
tive April 1 recommended a 
minimnm wage of |1,16. 

Both the Union and the 
Housing and Food, Services 
Offices pay wages beCween |.8E 
and 1-70 an hour, according to 
Ruth. He called these sub- 
standard. 

HE 8l»OKK to Jean Rigsfl, 
head of food services, and found 
they are "Investigating" their 
wage system. Thornton Ed- 
wards, head of the bousing 
office, told Rnth they would not 
discuss any wage changes until 
at least the fall of 1967-68, 
when new dormitory prtMS 
would be determined.

K-State is the local point each 
day for^52 students scattered 
throngint Manhattan and the 
surrounding county. 

Problems confronting the stu- 
dent who commutes, whether 
day or resident, are many. 

Some commuters ride a bus; 
a few arrive windblown and red- 
Caeed on motoreyclM; but, as 
the overflow of cars on campus 
indicates, the majority reach 
their destination by automobile. 

Reaehing his destination, the 
first problem the commnter faces 
is finding a place to park — 
which at some times ot the di^ 
is an Impoesible task. 

Once on campus, the commut- 
ing student becomes a student 
with no place to go. He can in 
many cieee be enstnUiii hy t>> 
load of books he mwKt mmy 
around ail day. 

He may even develop a unique 
ailment one eommnter calls 
"commuter arm." 

"It's hard to be cool carrying 
18 books," John Armstrong, EE 
Jr, said. *'Ton start to get eom- 
mnter arm — a commuter's right 
arm gets three feet longer and 
his fingers start to stretch." 

"The only remedy is to carry 
yonr books under your right arm 
on even days and under your 
left arm on odd days. It's tough 
on guys who carry their girl 
friend's books. And if your girl 
friend is another commuter, it's 
nil over." 

During those two- and three- 
hour breaks between classes, a 
commuter can choose between 
going to the library or the Union. 

To some the library has a " 
stifling effect, similar to a hos- 
pital or some other specialized 
Institution. As one young man 
explained, "I can't study there, 
because If I turn tbe pages of 
my notebook, it sounds 10 times 
louder than it is, and everybody 
sto^ and loolES." 

Around noon, like everyone 
else, the commuter begins to 
think about eating. He can 
either buy loach at the Union or 



If he baa a ear. chance losing his 
cherished parking space and eat 
a hamburger at a drive-in res- 
taurant. 

Many commuters tend to be 
quite voluble, and slightly bel- 
ligerent, when they discuss their 
plight. Some say they hate to 
be called "townles" and are a 
little sensitive when someone 
asks where they live on campus, 
while others refer to themselves 
almoat yrondly as a 'Howale." 

Often ignored in the hubbub 
ot campus activity, the commu- 
ter is a stndent who wakes «p, 
drives to campus and goes to his 
Glasses, but all too often his 



involvement with the Vntrantf^ 
ends there. 

When classes are over, the 
eommuting student nsaaUy 
leaves Mmpw. ConieqnenUy, in 
some cases he Is unable to re- 
turn at night for tne extracur- 
ricular activities sponsored by 
the school.
